In view of the recent developments affecting Bri tains strategic posture in world 
affairs, regarding the Governments in camera decision to (a) Purchase the Trident 
submarine launched M.I.R.V. missile system from the United States of America; and 
(b) Site Cruise Missile launching apparatus in Britain, it has been decided that 
the provisions for preserving the people and constitution of the U.K. must be 
developed accordingly. 

It has been decided by the Home Office, in conjunction with the Ministry of Defence 
that we, as a nation, have entered into a passive conflict on a nuclear footing, 
with our NATO allies, against the Warsaw Pact countries; these latter being backed 
by the Soviet Union. This means that it is necessary to implement decisions (a) and 
(b) above in order to bring our nuclear capability up to the standard of our Eastern 
Bloc competitors. 

Besides the investment in these weapons, it has been decided that Government-sponsored 
Fallout Shelters must be built. The reason for this is that although several types of 
Fallout Shelter are currently on the market, it is felt that, in view of the capital 
costs involved, these will only be available to a narrow sector of the public. 
Obviously, since the Ministry of Defence have budgeted a substantial amount of its 
allocation on the Missile Sites and the Trident System, it will be impossible for 
everyone to be accomodated in Government-sponsored shelters. It is however, our desire 
to give as many people as possible a chance of inclusion in this important new dimension 
in our Civil Defence provisions. 

We have randomly selected your name from the electoral register, as part of a pilot 
survey which we are conducting to discover the most suitable types of people for 
inclusion within the parameters of the proposed scheme.

CONCERN FOR YOUR PET 

We all keep our pet animals indoors 
on Bonfire Night. It is, after all, the 
only kind and sensible thing to do. 
Animals are easily startled, bewildered 
and confused by things which appear to 
threaten them but which they do not 
understand. No-one likes to see a 
terrified animal. Every Bonfire Night 
we lock our pets away from frightening 
explosions and flashes of light. Often 
a member of the family will miss the 
fun to be with the pet so as to comfort 
it if it is alarmed. It is the only 
humane thing to do. 

NUCLEAR ATTACK 

In the event of nuclear or chemical 
attack, it is possible to see quite well 
what the psychological effect on all our 
domestic animals would be. Human beings 
must take their chances in war-time. But 
it is undeniably wrong to expose animals 
to suffering and fear which they cannot 
possibly understand the causes of. In the 
aftermath of nuclear or chemical attack 
it would also be a hazard to survivors 
if millions of beserk and demented dogs 
and cats were allowed to roam the country 
hampering the security forces in their 
rescue operations and attacking the sick, 
wounded and dying children in their 
search for food. 



Her Majesty's Government has consulted 
the RSPCA and pro-Dog organisations, and the 
following provisions have been agreed in 
outline. 

When the Government have decided that 
nuclear attack is imminent, the following 
provisions will assume statutory force. 
These provisions combine considerations of 
humanity with the dictates of foresight and 
ordinary common sense. 

In a nuclear war, as never before, 
every household will be in the front line. 
Discipline of the civilian population will 
be as stringent as this unparallelled 
situation will demand. Failure to comply 
with the provisions will be a most serious 
offence. The survival of humans is at stake. 

(1) RSPCA Inspectors will distribute pain- 
less killers from door to door to allow 
owners to put their pets peacefully to 
sleep. OAPs and handicapped people will 

be assisted by volunteers. 

(2) Owners must clean and prepare the 
carcasses which will be collected and taken 
to designated food-stores to provide food 
in the period of fall-out contamination.

March 29th. is the first anniversary of the 
day when a nuclear station in America 
nearly blew up. Harrisburg 1979. The same 
week-end one year later.the anti-nuclear 
movement in Ireland will be helping each 
other all over the country.to draw attention 
to the uranium exploration taking place 
in many parts of Ireland*,and the govern- 
ments plans to go nuclear. 
The government energy minister-Colley— 
has been saying the opposite in recent 
weeks.. .that the government is considering 
shelving their nuclear plans. Meanwhile, 
uranium exploration continues,and Colley 
has ordered the state Nuclear Energy Board 
to step up its public propaganda. It would 
be more accurate to say that the govern- 
ment would prefer to wait until after the 
elections before tackling the anti-nuclear 
opposition in all its many forms.. .armed 
of course with a neat US safety report,if 
the US inspectors ever manage to get inside 
the deadly Harrisburg plant-it's still leak- 
ing one year later! !The government arn't 
yet ready for a fight. 
In the meantime, the determination to 
stop Ireland going nuclear is steadily grow- 
ing every where... particularly in the uranium 
exploration areas in Donegal, with endless 
meetings, discussions, full of ideas which 
are being.and will be, put into effect. The 
'uranium' question has permeated every 
layer in Donegal.. .local people are making 
up their own minds, and are not fooled by 
the 'neutrality' of the state Nuclear Energy 
Board or the Chamber of Commerce (who 
held a meeting in Donegal last week and 
decided uranium was OK...but for whom? 
Guess!). 

Earlier this year the people of Glenleighan 
said NO to exploration... and the mining co. 
was forced to move its exploration equip- 
ment out of the fields overlooking the 
village. It would be advisable in the future 
for the mining companies to add the costs 
of opposition to their profit margins if 
they want realistic forecasts.

The stopping of uranium exploration and 
eventual mining in Ireland is now taking 
new and many turns. The past 6 or 7 mon- 
ths have been spent trying to get across the 
message about uranium — its dangers, nuc- 
lear connections, and rip-offs by the mining 
companies in THEIR interests alone. 

Such education has been most successful 
in Donegal, where the task of making min- 
ing 'unprofitable' for the mining companies 
the government, the EEC, is well under way. 

People in Donegal have never felt a close 
affinity with the central government in 
Dublin, and what they dictate to them. Don- 
gal in the 20th. century is one long story of 
local people being ripped-off,cut off, and 
abused. ...that's why they are reacting so 
strongly to the latest and potentially most 
dangerous rip-off. While central government 
ignores the potentials of fishing, turf, etc.. 
yet subsidises the mining companies in their 
search for uranium, the feeling is clearly- 
NO WAY 'II 

The feeling is strong throughout the county 
and explains why local villagers have moved > 
on the drillers from about their homes, (as

! has happened a few times this month in the 
Gweebarra valley area); why local profession 
als have formed themselves into committees; 
why hundreds of people have been on the 
march (Lettermacaward, March 30th.); and 
why the machinery and offices of Irish Base 
Metals and Munster Base Metals have been 
sabotaged. 

The mining companies have said nothing 
throughout,.... they see propaganda as a prob 
lem for central government and the local 
gardaLBut the meetings, the marches, the 
sabotage, — the whole feeling of the area is 
so against them, that they are being forced 
to act, if they want to continue their ex- 
ploration work. They have ignored the peop- 
le and are only now beginning to realise their 
blunder. So now the state rushes 
in with a new propaganda drive...the Nuclear 
Energy Board has been ordered to put 'the 
govt. case'. Fortunately it's too little.too 
late- but it'll be interesting to see how it goes. 
THERE WILL BE NO URANIUM MINING 
IN DONEGAL! The future, however, must 
include useful and creative employment, if 
'no uranium mining' is to have any positive 
I meaning at all.

On the week-end of April 19- 20th., the 
Donegal Vocation Educational Committee 
held their long awaited uranium seminar... 
a supposedly neutral affair though all but 
one of the 'experts' (the infamous Proffessor 

Blackith from Trinity College Dublin)just 
happened to be pro-nuclear and pro-uranium. 
Blackith was included in the 'experts' panel 
only after local protest at its obvious bias. 
The Nuclear Energy Board, mining company 
representatives, selected academics and busi- 
ness people from the South and the North 
droned on about the benefits and the safe- 
guards, in an attempt to mystify the truth. 
Meanwhile the continuing pickets of the 
drilling rigs by local people has been suspe- 
nded.as has drilling work, pending a meeting 
between local people and the Nuclear Energy 
Board. What false promises and lies will the 
NEB come up with this time?

The mining companies were exploring for 
over a year in Donegal, before opposition 
to it really got off the ground. Over the past 
9 months word of the dangers and rip-offs 
have been brought to the notice of the local 
people-and they acted accordingly. Meeting 
after meeting, discussions, demonstrations, 
pickets, sabotaged sites and machinery.. They 
let it be known that they don't want or need 
any part of the nuclear fuel cycle in their 
lives. And now the mining companies and 
the state and the business community are 
fighting back....not with the energy and hon- 
esty of those opposed to the uranium mininc. 
.'their tactics are necessarily dishonest and 
uncaring of either people or environment 

The mining companies, silent for so long, 
now manoeuvre worker against worker, 
local person against local person. The com- 
panies in Donegal have threatened to pull 
out if work is disrupted (even though it is 
EEC grants, disruption or no disruption, 
which keep them there). They forecast red- 
undancies (of a mere handful of local jobs 
which is all they will ever be able to offer) 
and so get the workers to argue their defen- 
celess case. And unfortunately, the total lack 
of jobs in the area for so long, makes the job- 
s seem worth defending! So it is workers, in 
company cars who have been distributing 
smear leaflets against the anti-uranium peop- 
le, and who passed a 'vote-of-confidence' 
in the mining company. And it was a local 
person who tried to set-up a member of the 
local anti-uranium committee as being a Brit- 
ish agent. He (and it was a 'he') posed as a 
member of the I RA and sent copies of a fic- 
ticious letter to the local media which wou- 
ld 'prove' that a member of the local anti- 
uranium committee was being financed by 
British Intelligence to stop the mining! It 
fooled no-one. 

The state and business community are lig- 
hting back too the travelling road-show of 

'experts' is on tour with the Nuclear Ener- 
gy Board leading the way in trying to impose 
a mystifying scientific-expertise over local 
common-sense. Latest stop of the NEB road- 
show was at Dungloe. It was organised by 
the local 'Town and Development Assoc' 
who were kind enough to invite along the 
head of the NEB-Nolan — and Dr. P.J.New- 
bould (professor of environmental science 
at the New University of Ulster, making a 
second guest appearance. That Newbould's 
membership of the Nuclear Energy Board 
won't affect his academic 'neutrality' is more 
than questionable. That he is also a member 
of Friends of the Earth shouldn't surprise us 
nor the fact that his NUU research interests 
are closely associated with govt, pollution 
control and chemical analysis— which is used 
by govt, and industry alike to find the 'acc- 
eptable level of pollution' in the economic 
interest of the industry concerned, NOT 
with the local environment or the local 
people. This 'research' seems to have missed 
out on all the recent evidence detailing low- 
level radiation as extremely dangerous for 
workers and neighbours alike. And to say, as 
Newbould does, that 'if all the uranium in 
the EEC were to be mined, there would only, 
be 13 related deaths'... is as callous as it is 
untrue) 



The uranium exploration going on in Donegal has been well publicised, but some- 
thing is going on in the 'North* as well. It's difficult to get information, but one 
thing is for sure...and that is the EEC promotion and financing of uranium projects. 
They recently announced their grant aiding up to 1981, and it includes grants for 
uranium exploration in Germany, Italy, Denmark, Scotland, and Ireland. Mining 
companies are given up to 70% of their exploration costs, under the Euratom Treaty 
and in return the EEC control any uranium found. These latest grants include a 70% 
grant to Ulster Base Metals, currently exploring the 'Newry and Mourne granites' of 
S.Down and Armagh., centred around Hilltown and Rathfriland. 



So the mining companies, the state, the 
academics ('with no vested interest') and the 
business community fight back....and what 
is the local response? The Donegal Uranium 
Committee, formed mainly of local, articul- 
ate professionals, plan to call upon the Ox- 
ford^EpJjiical Ecology Research Group to 
investigate the consequences of exploration 
and mining in Donegal. They would also- 
like very much to be in on an Inter-depart- 
mental govt, committee to look into the 
health and safety aspects of uranium work. 
Any dealings with 'experts' or 'govt, sub- 
committees' have many dangers and traps.... 
not least being the subtle pressures towards 
compromise and respectability. It wasn't 
experts or govt, committees that informed 
the local people so far, and their uses now 
are clearly limited. More research or respon- 
sable meetings with govt, officials and bur- 
eaucrats won't reverse the interests of the 
EEC and the Euratom Treaty, (which has 
all the say on any uranium within the EEC, 
and pays for up to 70% of exploration costs) 
...it won't force the mininj companies to 
reconsider their profit margins. All of them 
already know the dangers involved, yet don'1 
care.. .their priorities lie elsewhere. So it 
won't be 'experts' who have or will stop the 
drilling, harrass the mining companies, and 
eventually kick them out of DonegaL.just 
local people who have been ripped-off once 
too often. Now's the time for MORE direct 
action, against the mining companies, part- 
icularly as they intend moving deeper into 
Donegal and around the area of Derry. 

What is still needed is a mixture of meeting 
after meeting, self-education, county-wide 
education, common-sense, pickets, harrass 
mentand consistent sabotage. It is the only 
sure way of making the uranium unworkable 
and unprofitable, and to replace the mad- 
ness we have to rely on to get a job. 



Donegal anti-uranium people are organis- 
ing an information and fund-raising week- 
end ...Fri/Sat 27-28th. of June.,all at St. 
Brigid'S Hall, Lettermacaward. A Friday 
evening gig; Saturday spent with Donegal 
people exchanging ideas arid information 
with themselves, and with other anti-uran- 
ium people from all over Ireland. ...with 
another benefit gig. It promises to be a 
very useful week-end for those who go 
along. 

Meanwhile the mining companies are 
having a few problems.. .as local and nat- 
ional opposition to uranium exploration 
continues and grows, the share-prices 
drop up and down on the stock-exchange. 
They weren't helped by yet another bit 
of successful sabotage a few weeks back, 
when one of the two drilling rigs operat- 
ing was temporarily but well and truely 
put out of action. The other is at the top 
of a mountain.. .it took the mining com- 
pany 8 weeks to haul it up there... to try 
and escape from the opposition. 
Uranium exploration— NO. 



But who are ULSTER BASE METALS? 
Their registered office is given as Omagh 
in Co. Tyrone, but UBM is just the north- 
ern wing of a group of unscrupulous Jrish 
businessmen who have prospecting licence 
all over Ireland (62 in all). Their speciality 
is getting large EEC grants for uranium 
exploration,and then edging share-prices — ■ 
as high as they will go. 

Ulster Base Metals is headed by Patrick 
Joseph Hughes, a Dublin shark who is 
President and Director of Northgate, a 
large multi-national mining company, reg- 
istered in Canada. Hughes' empire of deals 
fiddles and corruption, includes a directors 
chair in Anglo-United (partly owned by 
Northgate); Hughes and Anglo- United 
Dwn Munster Base Metals whose uranium 
drilling rigs are, at present, operating amid 
the opposition of local people in Donegal. 
Northgate also own Irish Base Metals, and 
Hughes is also Chairman and Director 
here too. It was I.B.M. machinery which 
was sabotaged again last month in Donegal 
It's no surprise that Hughes and the rest 
of the hoods (known as the 'Newry mafia' 
and includes such notables as Matt Gilroy , 
P.V.McParland, and Peter McAleer...the 
brother-in-law of D.O'Malley who used to 
be the rninisler responsable for the hand- 
ing out of the prospecting licences in the 
South).. .it's no surprise that they also own 
Ulster Base Metals. 

SO WHAT ARE THEY UP TO? 
Just like Donegal, they get a huge grant 
from the EEC.they start of with air 
surveys to test the air for a slightly higher 
radiation content given off if there are 
deposits of uranium buried in the rocks. 
Then, water, soil, and rock tests.finally 
moving in with drilling rigs to sample the 
rocks and see if profits are to be had. No 
publicity, and a prospecting licence grant- 
ed by an ever-willing government with no 
regard for the very real dangers to the land 
and to the people. They promise a few jobs 
but say nothing of the plunder.destruction. 
and worry they leave behind in their search 
for profits. Radiation is deadly; it causes 
cancer, and can lie dormant in your body 
for many years before its full effects come 

out and long after the mining companies 

have leftllt contaminates the land, water, 
and people! 

The area being explored by UBM stretches 
from Castlewellan to Feeny, and from 
Katesbridge to Kilkeel. Opposition in 
Donegal started when people found out 
exactly stfhat uranium exploration and 
mining means.

On 20th November 4 people 
arrested in May at the site of the 
proposed Torness nuclear power 
station are pleading 'not guilty' 
to charges of 'attempting to rescue 
a prisoner 1 and 'breach of the peace' 
in Haddington Sheriff Court. Two of 
the defendants are from Aberdeen and 
two are from Oxford. 

The government is still giving 
the construction of Torness the go- 
ahead despite the fact that opinion 
polls have shown that the majority 
of people in the East Lothian area 
are totally opposed to the building 
of the nuclear reactor. 

If built Torness will expose its 
workers and the areas residents to cancer- 
inducing radiation and will produce 
radioactive waste which will remain 
deadly for thousands of years. 




In May anti-nuclear protestors 
from various parts of Britain attemp- 
ted to occupy the Torness site and 
restore it to its natural state. 
The police had set up a security 
operation involving about 500 - 800 
officers. Impervious even to the 
contagious good humour of the prot- 
estors, the grim faced constabulary 
arrested 27 people after a float 
painted black, bearing the letters 
'BOMB' and a string 'fuse', was thrown 
over the gates. Arrests were violent, 
and the prisoners then spent two days 
in overcrowded conditions in Edinburgh 
Police HQ.

After this incident some 
summonses were sent out, which 
was expected. What wasn't expected 
was that on 26th September Tim Horrell 
was arrested in his home town of 
Reading, after being asked to 'come 
down for a chat' at the station. 
Although Tim had not received a 
summons he was flown north and held 
in Dalkeith Police HQ, where he 
spent three nights awaiting his case. 

The police claimed this was done 
because Tim had not answered a summ- 
ons relating to his arrest at Torness 
in May. In fact Tim had changed 
address, but after hearing the police 
were looking for him, he called in 
at the local police station and 
informed them of his current address - 
he heard nothing for a month until 
his sudden kidnapping! 

After being told that a plea 
of 'not guilty" might end up in him 
being held in custody for 4 weeks 
Tim submitted a plea of 'guilty' to 
'attemting to rescue a prisoner' and 
was subsequently fined £50. His lawyer 
strongly criticised the polices action 
in arresting and detaining Tim, and 
it was also made clear in court that 
Tim had in fact gone to the aid of 
a friend who was being attacked by 
the police for the crime of taking 
photographs of the police attacking 
people. 

POLICE LIES EXPOSED 

On 15th October Jonathan Walsh 
from Nottinghamshire was found 'not 
proven' in Haddington District Court 
on a charge of 'breach of the peace' 
relating to his arrest at Torness in May. 

Jonathan described how he had protes- 
ted to a Police Inspector about the 
officer kicking a demonstrator in the 
ribs as he was being dragged away. 
The Inspector immediately ordered 
Jonathans arrest, and he and a Police 
Constable seized hold of Jonathan. 

PCs Eadie and Hunter claimed that 
the defendant had been shouting and 
swearing and so they had arrested 
him. Both claimed that no Inspector pto

The environmental impact of low-level radioactive contamination of 
areas of Donegal as close as Buncrana will certainly extend to Derry 
City.

11 thousand million gallons of water flowed 
into the Colorado River spreading radioactive isotopes hundreds of 
miles down stream.

WILL uranium create JOBS? 

According to Mr Carl Mellon of the Economic and Social Research Instit- 
ute when addressing this issue, "new jobs do not go to the local unem- 
ployed, under employed or marginally employable persons likely to 
be near or below the poverty level; high skilled or high wage industries 
are least likely to hire local disadvantaged people."

DIRECT ACTIC 



The state is clamping down on 
anti-nuclear direct action. If this 
increased state repression succeeds 
it will be a major defeat for the 
anti-nuclear movement. For only a 
widespread determination to physic- 
ally stop nuclear developments and/ 
or a large scale refusal to work in 
the nuclear industry has a chance 
of halting the governments plans for 
vastly increased reliance on nuclear 
energy. Those in power, in the state 
and in big corporations, have too many 
interests at stake to be swayed by 
protests which stay safely within 
'constitutional channels'. 

Direct action against nuclear 
power can take many forms . At Whyl , 
West Germany in 1975 thousands of 
people occupied the site of a prop- 
osed nuclear reactor, drove off the 
police who came to arrest them, and 
eventually forced the government to 
abandon building the power station. 
In Wales at present anti-nuclear 
people are physically harrassing geol- 
ogists looking for sites to dump nuc- 
lear waste. In Ireland there 
has been sabotage of equipment used 
for investigating the possibility of 
uranium mining. Workers can refuse 
to work on nuclear developments, 
refuse to transport machinery, supp- 



lies etc to nuclear sites, or - if 
forced by economic necessity to work 
on sites such as Torness - do the work 
very slowly, sabotage machinery, etc.. 

In taking such direct action 
we're taking important decisions about 
societys development into our own 
hands. We're asserting that its human 
needs that should count, not the in- 
terests of the state and big business. 

Such action should be seen as 
part of the struggle to totally tran- 
sform society, to reach the situation 
where people seize control of all of 
societys resources, and create a world 
where people organise together on an 
equal basis to meet human needs, with- 
out bosses of any kind. Vital decis- 
ions, such as those concerning energy 
policy, would then be made by and for all. 

The state realizes the signific- 
ance of anti-nuclear direct action - 
that's why those leaving the path 
of 'legal protest' are being arres- 
ted, detained in custody, and fined. 
Its vital that people answer the attack 
of the state on anti-nuclear direcct 
action with more direct action invol- 
ving more people. We won't be intim- 
idated. Occupations and direct action 
against Torness must continue until 
construction is stopped!

FEB. 12TH : DANNY'S TRIAL AND THE PRESENTATION OF THE COFFIN-CHEQUE 

Danny from London was found 'not guilty 1 of 'possesion of an offensive 
weapon' but fined £50 for 'breach of the peace* . In solidarity with Danny and 
to show our opposition to the nuclear state, around ten people picketed the court 
and leafleted in Haddington (leaf let attachted) . After Danny's trial we presented 
a cheque for £300 covering earlier Torness Trial fines to the Haddington Sheriff 
Clerks office - the court officials, not to mention the several police in atten- 
dance, were somewhat perturbed that the cheque was written on a six foot long 
coffin, but their frantic phone calls to the bank confirmed that the cheque was 
perfectly legal and would have to be accepted. The presentation of the coffin- 
cheque and the result of Danny's trial was covered by articles and photos in The 
Scotsman and Edinburgh Evening News, and smaller articles in the Aberdeen papers 
and the Glasgow Herald. In the radical press to date there's been a substantial 
article in Freedom, the Leveller has reproduced most of our leaflet given out 
on the day, plus Peace News printed a short report. 

On the afternoon of February 12th a sit-in was held in the SSEB showrooms 
in nearby Dalkeith. Lack of numbers prevented this being fully effective, but 
the management were sufficiently disturbed to summon the forces of Law and 
Disorder to evict us. We then moved on to the SSEB showrooms at Portobello, by 
Edinburgh, where we decorated the windows with anti-nuke and revolutionary 
slogans and had discussions with the surprisingly sympathetic manageress. Solidar- 
ity action was taken in London on the same day, people picketing the offices of 
Torness contractors Sir Robert McAlpines. 

There are no more summonses outstanding from the 27 arrests at Torness last 
May, and no new summonses have been issued for several months, and thus it 
appears that Danny's was the ninth and last of the current Torness trials. 

TORNESS WEEK OF ACTION MAY 9TH - 17TH 

These dates have been decided for a 'Week' of action against Torness in 
the Edinburgh and East Lothian area. At the meeting on Feb. 28th to discuss 
the direct action during the week, it was decided that there were unlikely to be 
the numbers to occupy the site. Instead it was decided to have many different 
actions, both at the site and at SSEB premises and Torness contractors* premises 
in the area, happening over the whole week and especially over the week-end 
of 16/17 May. SCRAM Edinburgh can tellyou more about arrangements for the week 
and the ideas people have in mind. There'll be another co-ordination meeting 
for the week on the week-end 11/12 April, at SCRAM' s new premises : Top Floor, 
30 Frederick St., Edinburgh. 11th April - discussing direct action, 12th - the 
week in general.

Another forthcoming activity is action if the Secretary of State for Scotland 
gives the go-ahead for test-drilling for nuclear waste dumping in Mullwharchar 
in S.W. Scotland, following the Ayr Public Inquiry into the issue.

A MESSAGE FROM THE SOUTH OF SCOTLAND ELECTRICITY BOARD AND THE UNITED 
KINGDOM ATOMIC ENERGY AUTHORITY 

We've noticed that some people are unhappy about our building an AGR 
nuclear power station at Torness in East Lothian. Indeed, last May we 
had to ask BOO of our friends in the police to try and stop about 200 people 
occupying the site and disrupting the work. They did this very enthusiast- 
ically, arresting 27 people, who were only having fun, and charging them 
with the most serious offences they could think of. Our friends in the 
courts are having to deal with one of these trouble makers at Haddington 
on February 12th, and we hope these procceedings will suitably intimidate 
anyone with similar ideas. 

Let us reassure you - our nuclear power programme and the police 
state that goes with it are fo r your own good . We know that we already 
have nearly twice as many power stations as we need. We know that accid- 
ents, design faults, etc. at our Hunterston AGR nuclear station have made 
our nuclear power cost far more than you can afford. We're not quite sure 
what to do with all the deadly radioactive waste we keep making - but we're 
thinking about it. And we'll keep on building nuclear power stations until 
we get it right. 

In the meantime, here's a few DO'S and DON'TS for you to help us carry 
you smoothly into the Brave Nuclear World. 

DO pay ycur electricity bills promptly - some disruptive elements have 
suggested that people keep back 20% of the money and send this 'nuclear 
portion' to NAG, PO Box 4, 43 Candlemaker Row, Edinburgh, who'll hold it 
in a trust fund until we 1 show more responsibility'. Obviously, if a lot 
of people did this, it could seriously hinder our plans. 

DO make full use of the state's democratic processes if you're worried 
about nuclear power. You'll find that they're only there to assure you 
that the right decisions have already been made. 

DON'T do anything to upset the smooth running of the Electricity Boards 
business. Occupations of showrooms, superglue in keyholes and other pranks 
cause us nervous headaches. 

DON'T take any form of direct action against the threat of nuclear 
war. Nuclear weapons are a valuable by-product of our power stations and 
we're told they're kept purely for peaceful purposes. 

And please DON'T take part in any form of mass direct action at the 
Torness site on the weekend of May 16th and 17th this year. We have to 
stop work for several days each time this sort of thing happens and if 
it became too regular an occurrence, or if the site was permanently 
occupied or besieged by protestors, we'd have to abandon the project alto- 
gether. Even worse, this kind of action might encourage people to start 
thinking that they don't need any experts like us to make decisions about 
their lives, and to start acting collectively to create a society where 
peoplesbasic needs would be what counted, not the schemes of profit- 
motivated and power hungry groups like us.

Nine held 
after demo 
halts 
convoy 

NINE anti-nuclear campaign- 
ers, some sporting faces paint- 
ed Braveheart blue and white, 
were arrested yesterday after 
chaining themselves to what 
they claimed was a convoy of 
nuclear warheads at Hadrian's 
Wall, writes William Tinning. 

The lorries were bound for 
the Trident submarine arma- 
ments base at Coulport on the 
Clyde. The nine were charged 
with public order offences 
after delaying the convoy for 
about two hours eight miles 
west of Newcastle, near the 
Albermarle barracks. All but 
one, who was charged with a 
criminal damage offence, were 
released on bail. 

The nine were among about 
40 protesters mobilised by the 
Scottish Campaign for Nuclear 
Disarmament. Many carried 
drums and Saltires. 

Scottish CND administrator 
John Ainslie claimed about 35 
anti-nuclear campaigners 
were chained to lorries in the 
convoy at the height of the 
protest. 

He said: "We are standing 
on the site of Hadrian's Wall to 
keep Trident out of Scotland. 
We have travelled down here to 
show that the people of Scot- 
land will never accept these 
barbaric and illegal weapons 
of mass destruction." 

The convoy later made its 
way to Coulport via the M74 
and M73 without incident. A 
Ministry of Defence spokes- 
man could not confirm what 
was in the convoy.

SCOTTISH C.N.D. CONSTITUTION (SEPTEMBER. 19B1 ) 



Name : "The Scottish Campaign for Nuclear Disarmament" 

Aims : The aim of the Campaign for Nuclear Disarmament is the 

unilateral abandonment by Britain of nuclear weapons, 
nuclear bases and nuclear alliances as a prerequisite for 
a British foreign policy which has the worldwide abolition 
of nuclear, chemical and biological weapons leading to 
general and complete disarmament as its prime objective. 

The Campaign for Nuclear Disarmament is opposed to the 
manufacture, stockpiling, testing, use and threatened use 
of nuclear, chemical and biological weapons by any 
country, and the policies of any country or group of 
countries which make nuclear war more likely, or which 
hinder progress towards a world without weapons of mass 
destruction. 

" Individual An individual member shall be any person who has paid 
Members " the correct membership fee within the previous 18 months. 

She/He shall hav/e the right to attend any Committee or 
General Meeting, and shall have voting rights at all 
General Meetings. But no_ person shall have more than one 
vote(as member and delegate). 

"Affiliated An affiliated organisation shall be any organisation which 
Orqanisations "has paid the correct affiliation fee within the previous 

18 months. A "Scottish" level organisation shall have the 
right to send two delegates to any Committee or General 
Meetings, and shall pay a "Double" affiliation fee. A 
"local" level organisation shall have one vote, and pay 
a "single" fee. 

" Groups " The Group is the key campaigning organisation. It shall 

have the right to send delegate(s) to any committee or 
general meeting, and the right at all meetings to either a 
single or multiple vote (depending on whether it pays a 
single or multiple affiliation fee). Groups are advised , 
but not obliged to pay roughly one affiliation fee (and have 
one vote) for every 25 members in the Group. (Card votes 
shall be only for Groups to mandate delegates on specific 
issues). Groups shall pay delegate fares. 

A Group may serve an area, or_ it may serve a special interest 
grouping of people with something else in common. A Group 
can relate to Scottish C.N.D. by method 6 or 7 (below). 

" Federations" Groups may form Federations, either for particular campaigns 
and events, or on a permanent basis. No Group can be 
compelled to join a Federation. Groups are encouraged to 
send delegates to Federation meetings (at their own expense), 
so that a single Federation delegate can carry the varying 
views (and varying votes of the Groups on_ specific issues ) 
to Scottish Committee meetings (at Scottish C.N.D.'s expense). 
Other working arrangements of a Federation shall be decided 
by the Federation itself.

Scottish Specialist Bodies shall operate in the same way as 
Federations" (above). Groups which serve a special interest 
( and perhaps an area) can therefore choose to be represented 
through a Scottish-level body for that interest. (For example, 
Scottish Youth C.N.D. or Scottish Student C.N.D.). These 
specialist groups can therefore"belong to" either a Federation 
or a Scottish Specialist Body. (Local Area Groups may also wish 
to make constitutional arrangements for working with Specialist 
Groups in their area, such as Youth Groups). 

Mote ; A Group shall relate to Scottish C.N.D. by only one 
method, of its own choice . 

Fees shall, be fixed by a General Meeting, or by a Committee 
Meeting, for one year. 

A financial report shall be made at every business meeting, 
General and Committee. The full accounts shall be made 
available at every General Meeting. The full financial records 
shall be available to any member (s) on written request. 

A General Meeting shall be called by the Secretary at least once 
every six months on a Saturday, giving written notice to all members, 
affiliated organisations, groups, federations and Scottish specialist 
bodies, of the date, time and place, 14 days beforehand. A 
Special General Meeting can be called by any 150 members and/or 
delegates through a written request to the Secretary, who must 
arrange a meeting (as above) for a date no more that A weeks later. 

The Committee shall be responsible for carrying out the decisions 
of General Meetings. It shall be elected at each General 
Meeting (every six months). A Committee Meeting shall take place 
every month, on a fixed Saturday of the month and shall, at 
the Committee's discretion, meet in : .;uch a place or places as 
will not disfavour travel to Committee Meetings from any significant 
membership area within Scotland. The Secretary shall inform 
absent members, and all groups, federations and Scottish specialist 
bodies nf tho time and place the nex' meeting. 

The Committee shall consist of Delegates, plus as many elected 
members as possible (but not more than 25, elected to specific 
responsiblities) . Elected members may be delegates also. 
3ob(s) can be left vacant for the Committee to fill by appointment, 
amateur or professional. The Committee may appoint Sub-Commi t tee ( s ) 
to meet at any time . 

Agreed minutes shall be kept of all meetings. 

The Chair shall have a casting vote at all meetings. 
(Despite the last sentence in Clause 3). 

Standing Orders to interpret this Constitution can be made 
by General Meetings, or (if not) by Committee meetings. 

Changes can be made only at General Meetings. Members, affiliates 
and Groups must have notice of proposed changes.

Scotland 
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Like everyone 
else in the UK, the people of" 
Scotland are made to pay taxes for nuclear weapon 
systems. And at any time we can have British or 
American nuclear bombers (or American Cruise 
Missiles) scattered to our airfields. Only East Anglia 
provides as many fixed military bases for nuclear 
weapon systems as Scotland, which has a huge share 
of the evil burden. 

We are hosts to the key bases for submarine- 
carried 'Polaris' and 'Poseidon' (and soon 'Trident') 
nuclear missiles. So we are specially and locally 
responsible for the risk of killing millions of innocent 
people at any minute. 

Polaris patrol. Each one carries 16

Arms Race 



TNT They have a range of 
2,500 miles, probably aimed 
at innocent people in 
crowded cities. One Polaris 
submarine is capable of 
killing more people than all 
the bombs dropped during 
World War Two, including 
the 'A' bombs of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki. 

Poseidon 

The American nuclear 
weapon systems in Scotland 
are: 10 Polaris submarines, 
similar to the British ones, 
and here since 1961, as well 
as 4 Poseidon submarines 



Phantoms, Jaguars, Nimrods 
On the East coast, Phantom, Jaguar and Nimrod 
aircraft are based. Some are equipped to carry 
weapons including anti-submarine depth charges. 



Even the West coast, 
already rotten with naval 
bases, plays a part in 
airborne nuclear-war plans. 
'Buccaneers' carry nuclear 
weapons, and Stornoway is 
reserve base for 'bigger' 
bombers for 'tactical' 
nuclear weapons and for 
Tornado aircraft which can 
also be nuclear armed. 
American B52 and Orion 
nuclear bombers have a 
stopover airfield at Kintyre. 

There have been 
rumours about nuclear- 
artillery weapons kept in 
Scotland, but nuclear 
weapons from this country 
are mostly to be fired from 
the sea or air. 



Nuclear alerts 

Nuclear weapons need 
support systems — espec- 
ially signals. Some very 
important communication 
stations and electronic 
spying stations are in 
Scotland, mostly in the 
North and East. Some are 
British, some N.A.T.O. and 
some wholly American — 
including two chains of their 
own microwave signalling 
systems. 

Some centres direct 
nuclear submarines (close 
to surface only), some track 
foreign signals and forces. 
Others control spy-planes 
and patrols while some 
direct signals to America. 



'H' Bomb Fuel 

Material for making 
nuclear weapons can be 
supplied through Scotland's 
nuclear power stations, and 
elsewhere. But we now have 
a special role. The Chapel- 
cross station in the South of 
Scotland has a new plant for 
making Tritium gas which is 
vital in the production of 'H' 
Bombs. 



Vital Role 

Some people are quite 
happy that Scotland plays a 
huge part in N.A.T.O. war 
plans. Others just accept it, 
because of its strategic 
position and because 
America has already made 
its decison to stage a lot of 
its front line defence here — 
well away from America. 



since 1970. The Poseidons 
carry up to 16 missiles, with 
10 to 14 warheads on each! 
These 'H' Bombs can be 
landed on targets, wide 
apart and very accurately. 
This increases the risk of 
actually having a nuclear 
war, because it threatens a 
'first strike' against foreign 
'military' targets (instead of 
second strike, against cities 
mostly). 

Trident 

Plans have already 
started to build, and to bring 
into Scotland either 4 or 5 
British Trident submarines. 
These evil 18,000 ton giants 
each carry 24 nuclear 
missiles, with 8 'H' Bombs on 
each missile. 

Trident missiles can 
send out decoys, reach 
seperate targets, change 
direction and hit (first 
strike) targets very 
accurately. Aimed at cities, 
each sub at sea could kill as 
many as 100 million people 
like ourselves. 




Scottish C.N.D.

There is no protection against nuclear weapons, 
with their BLAST and early RADIATION and 
suffocating FIRESTORMS — nothing can survive a 
firestorm — everything burns when its hot enough. 

If you were far from targets (unlikely in 
Scotland), you might shelter, uncomfortably, from the 
first nuclear 'FALLOUT' — but only if you were one of 
the privileged few (Government ministers etc.), very 
wealthy, lucky or very well prepared. 

On coming out of firms, gas terminals, oil 



shelter, after two weeks at 
the least, you would have to 
face long-term CONTAMI- 
NATION, THIRST, STAR- 
VATION, COLD, DISEASE, 
MENTAL ILLNESS, RE- 
PRESSION, VIOLENCE and 
LAWLESSNESS. Few would 
obey orders of the very 
leaders who had instigated 
the disaster. But the duly 
appointed dictator (Scottish 
Commissioner) would still 
try in vain to restore order. 
In the worst hit areas, 
people are to be told to stay 
indoors (likely to die) or to 
be executed. 

Population Centres 

The four big cities in 
Scotland are obvious 
targets — and half their 
citizens would die immedi- 
ately from only four smallish 
(one megatonne) 'H' Bombs. 
Bigger nuclear weapons (20 
megatonne bombs exist) 
would cause OVER- 
LAPPING FIRESTORM 
AREAS all the way from one 
city to another. There are 
now so many nuclear 
weapons (60,000 in the 
world) that even smaller 
towns are now targets. 
Some towns such as 
Edinburgh are also targets 
because of their 'military 
presence'. People in 
smaller towns would suffer 
not only fallout — but also 
from near misses on 
'military' targets. 
War Command Centres — 
Some nuclear missiles are 
targetted on military head- 
quarters and civil defence 
bunkers, especially under 
risky plans like the N.A.T.O. 
ones for fighting 'limited' 
nuclear wars. 

Industrial Targets — As 

for prolonged nuclear war, 
there are plenty of spare 
nuclear weapons for 
industrial targets: airports, 
sea ports, stations, rail and 
road junctions, chemical 
and explosive plants, 
electronic and 
engineering 



installations, hydroelectric 
dams and reservoirs and 
power-stations — especi- 
ally nuclear. Chapelcross 
reprocessing plant would 
be a particular target. 

Communications 
Bases 

The easiest way of 
damaging electronic 
equipment is to set off 
nuclear explosions, either 
close to the ground or at 
high altitude. But the 
Government is going to 
spend more on 'hardening' 
the communication bases 
and gadgets — so therefore 
— more firepower will be 
targetted at them. 



We have not listed the 
U.S. microwave and other 
relay stations in Scotland, 
though there are many now 
known. But the number 1 
target is likely to be Edzell 
(called R.A.F. but really 
American) as it 'listens in' to 
all European troop 
movements by 'fixing' radio 
signals, relaying them back 
to the U.S. 

Other bases are also 
important. Sullom Voe helps 
to guide nuclear subs — 
Forss then contacts them 
near Norway. Mormond Hill 
is a long-range communi- 
cations station for the U.S. 
Navy and Air Force — 
important, but not well 
known. 

Nuclear Bases and 
Stores 

The best known bases 
are where actual nuclear 
weapons are found, especi- 
ally the 1,300 nuclear war- 
heads on Clydeside. The

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WHY TOR NESS? 

The South of Scotland Electricity Board (SSEB) have started 
work on Britain's next nuclear power station at Torness, just 30 
miles from Edinburgh, 

If completed, Torness would cost at least £750,000,000. It would 
produce dangerous radio-active wastes, for which there is no 
safe method of disposal. 

The electricity it could produce is not needed in 1979. The 
SSEBs generating capacity will be 1} times the maximum 
demand, even allowing for their "planning margin". 

The Nuclear Programme causes the early scrapping of existing 
coal fired stations like that at Kincardine, throwing hundreds of 
people out of work. 

Last May over 4,000 people assembled at Torness Point in S.E. 
Scotland, to protest against the proposed building of a nuclear 
reactor there. Before leaving, most of 'them signed the Torness 
Declaration, thereby committing themselves to "adopt all 
necessary non-violent means'' to prevent the construction of the 
reactor. This Declaration formed the basis of the Torness 
Alliance, which now consists of a nationwide network of groups 
and individuals. 

In September, about 20 representatives of the Alliance occupied 
the proposed reactor site, rebuilt derelict Half Moon Cottage, and 
started to make contact with local people opposed to the nuclear 
power station. But in mid-November, construction work began, 
the occupiers were evicted and the cottage bulldozed into the 
sea. Four hundred people gathered in protest on . November 
20th, and for several hours construction work was delayed by 
their non-violent obstruction. 

The former occupiers are still living in the area, making contact 
with "local people and helping build up local opposition to the 
reactor. On November 19th, for instance, over 100 local people 
risked arrest by marching onto the reactor site in support of a 
local farmer, who ploughed a symbolic strip on what used to be 
his land. 

The Torness Alliance now invites everyone who is concerned 
about Nuclear Power to join us for the GATHERING in MAY.

NUCLEAR H API AT ION HAZARDS WORSE THAN OFFICIALLY ADMITTED 

In the week before the TORNESS GATHERING on SATURDAY 5th May, the Scottish Campaign to 
Resist the Atomic Menace (SCRAM) has revealed that low-level radiation is a far more 
dangerous threat to those living near nuclear power stations than officially admitted 1 . 

Following the Harrisburg disaster and the recent huge radiation leak at W3ndscale 

the general public now realises that nuclear power is not failsafe . However, few 

people are yet aware that during n ormal plant operation, radiation is emitted,, which 

may pose a more significant danger. Dr Robert Blackith, Fellow of Trinity College 

Dublin, writing in the SCR/M Energy Bulletin, maintains that: 

"the insidious and slowly acting exposure to radiation from nuclear plants and 
their effluents is a far more immediate threat. For instance - the West German 
Parliament has heard evidence that child leukaemia rates within 50 miles of the 
Lingen reactor near Niedersachsen are six times greater than either the rates locally 
before the reactor. came on stream, or the current rate for West Germany as a whole." 

Medical research papers published in 'The Lancet' and elsewhere show that those living 
near reactors, or working in reprocessing plants or nuclear submarine shipyards- suffer 

a significant increase of cancers and leukaemia. Dr Blackith states that the official 

method of measuring low-level radiation is almost certainly inadequate: 

"When nuclear spokesmen declare that radiation near a power plant is only> say, 
10 millirems, this figure is usually obtained ' from Geiger Counter readings which do 
not normally pick up alpha-particles. Professor Sadao Ichikawa, of Kyoto University, 
has planted the spiderwort, Tradescantia, near a Japanese reactor at Hamaoka and 
found that mutation of the stamen cells reveals 300 millirems instead of the 5-10 
millirems; he suggests that alpha-particle emitters might account for the discrepancy. 
Possibly this is another factor to explain the discrepancy between the child 
leukaemia rates at Lingen and Big Rock Point and the rates to be expected from the 
official figures for radioactivity round nuclear power plants. " 

In a recent letter to SCRAM, Dr Blackith urged local people to oppose the TORNESS 

reactor project and to show their opposition by attending the Mass Rally at Barns Ness

My contribution is based on the convic- 
tion that the Church should leave behind 
the debate between pacifists and non- 
pacifists and take corporate action on a 
belief on which we can all agree: on the 
supreme question of war and peace. That 
belief is that reliance on nuclear and 
other weapons of mass destruction is 
wholly evil, and the corresponding action 
is that first the Church and then the 
nation should renounce the possession of 
these weapons. This is not a negative 
conviction, but what I believe to be a 
positive and essential step in the prepa- 
ration of the Church for a new reforma- 
tion of which there are now so many 
signs. 

I am convinced of the Spirit-filled 
power and marvellous potentialities of 
both the Pentecostalist and the 
Ecumenical Movements. But of what use 
is it to receive the more spectacular gifts 
of the Spirit or declare, by our actions, 
that we are all members of the only Holy 
Catholic Church, while we are 
threatening to burn alive millions of our 
fellow human beings, or allowing others 
to do so on our own behalf? 

The specifically Christian viewpoint is 
not that nuclear weapons are dangerous 
ind might destroy the human race, or 
that they are ineffective inasmuch as 
they cannot defend the British way of life 
[Or whatever it is we are trying to defend) 
nit that by simply possessing such wea- 
x>ns we have already destroyed all the 
'allies that are worth defending. 

I would suggest that the question is not 
whether the Church renounces nuclear 
weapons but when. There was a time 
vhen our forefathers believed that 
lavery should continue. Only last cen- 
ury the leadership of this Church be- 
leved that it was right to hang children 
vho stole bread — even though such 
hefts were due not to delinquency but to 
lunger. The justification for such 
langings was that it was necessary to 
weserve justice and peace in our society, 
[he arguments for keeping nuclear wea- 
K>ns are not dissimilar. History has 
hown us that such arguments are false 
aid in the same way that it is hard to 
telieve that any Churchman as recently 
is the last century could think it right to 
lang children, it must surely be the case 
hat future generations will find it even 
larder to understand how any of us was 
irepared to wage, or even threaten to 
rage, nuclear war.

WHAT would happen if the 
necessary orders were given by the 
people who have the power to 
plunge Britain and probably the 
world into a nuclear war? 

In the words of officers from a 
Polaris submarine, this is what 
would happen: 

"Come the day, we wouldn't even 
hesitate, we'd run into a pre- 
arranged drill and it would 
hopefully work like clockwork. We 
are here not to question as to 
whether this is a correct message or 
not, we are here to go through a 
drill as to authenticate any firing 
message. If it authenticates then 
it's quite clearly correct because I 
cannot see that authentication ever 
being wrong. And I wouldn't ques- 
tion it. This, the whole ship would 
go to action stations and we would 
fire the missiles." 

As many as twenty million 
people dead, millions more to die 
slowly in the following days, 
months and years. People who have 
done nothing to those who would 
destroy them. The destroyers in 
turn not knowing who, or even 
where their victims are. This is a 
situation which the British 
Government (and many others) 



would justify on the grounds that 
our 'way of life' depends on our 
willingness to allow it to happen. 

This is the horror in our own 
backyard, it is called nuclear 'de- 
terrence' - a nice, clean sounding 
term. Part of this backyard is the 
now somewhat inappropriately 
named Holy Loch and the rest of 
the Firth of Clyde in West Scotland, 
and even for many people who are 
not pacifist, what the American and 
British governments keep there is a 
matter for shame and anger. 

One reason why people need to 
learn the gruesome facts about 
nuclear weapons thoroughly is in 
order to present an informed case 
against the H-bomb bases to 
people, and not a case riddled with 
half-truths and non-truths such as 
are often presented in favour of the 
bases. Another reason for the na- 
ture of these bases to be chronicled 
is that people living in the vicinity 
feel the need to des- 
cribe in detail how they feel 
threatened and oppressed by the 
presence of the bases (although, of 
course, they are also a threat to 
everyone in the country). 

Opposition to the bases takes 
many forms. At Dunoon, and other 



small Clyde coast towns near to th 
base at Holy Loch, there has bee 
local discontent simmering fc 
years, over the nuisance of th 
base, the submarines, the ships, an 
problems of the US Navy personn 
assimilating (or not as the case mi 
be) into the local community.

IT WOULD be impossible here 
to even attempt to list the huge 
stockpile of American and 
British nucelar weapons in Sco- 
tland. But just taking the wea- 
pons based on the Clyde, the 
inventory is frightening: 

POLARIS SUBMARINES: 
There are 14 altogether, 10 US 
Navy and four British. 

Each submarine carries 16 
missiles, each missile has three 
200-kiloton warheads (a kiloton 
= 1,000 tons of TNT). None of 
these missiles could be used 
against military targets because 
they are not accurate enough 
and can fall as far as one mile 
from the centre of the target. 
However, such accuracy is 
adequate if it is mass genocide 
against inhabitants of a city that 
is being contemplated. 

POSEIDON SUBMARINES: 
There are four of these — all 
American, and based at Holy 
Lock together with 10 Polaris 
submarines. 

They too have 16 missiles, but 
each missile has 10 rather than 
three nuclear warheads. Each 
warhead has a power of 50 kilo- 
tons and the average degree of 
accuracy would be to within 0.3 
miles of its target.

But one dumping site is known 
for certain: formal application has 
been made for permission to take 
test borings in the Mullwhacher 
Hills (at Loch Doon) near the 
boundary between Ayrshire and 
Galloway. Three large demonstra- 
tions have been held in less than a 
year about this proposal. The Ayr- 
shire protesters are the Campaign 
Opposing Nuclear Dumping, while 
in Galloway the leading group is 
the Scottish Campaign to Resist the 
Atomic Menace. 

There is also a very active 
SCRAM group based in Edinburgh 
and producing a fine bulletin. This 
group focuses attention especially 
on the nuclear station to be built at 
Torness. One other active group is 
the Conservation Society. 

Attempts are being made to bring 
together regularly all the Scottish 
groups interested in nuclear energy 



questions, but the topic which 
seems to unite the widest range of 
people so far is the question of 
nuclear waste dumping. And the 
dumping issue has tended perhaps 
to obscure the valuable work in 
Dumfriesshire of the Anti-Tritium 
Action Campaign. 

The AT AC has focused atten- 
tion on Chapelcross which was or- 
iginally built to produce nuclear 
materials for Britain's bombs and 
only incidentally to produce elec- 
tricity. Now the new plant there is 
to process tritium, another 
radioactive material used in H- 
bombs and previously imported 
from America. 

As well as these campaigns in 
certain areas of Scotland, there 
have been questions asked about 
the effects of nuclear pollution on 
the Scottish West Coast from 
Windscale in the North of England, 
and about the regular transport by 
land and air of nuclear materials.

Four questions about nuclear weapons 



When are the US Navy leaving the 
Holy Loch? 

As early as 1973 a Committee 
Report to Parliament said that the 
US could remove their base from 
the Holy Loch by 1980. The Report 
was thinking of the new generation 
Trident missiles which are coming 
into service to replace Poseidons 
and which have long enough range 
not to need overseas bases. 

Since then the US has agreed to 
pull out of Rota in Spain by January 
1979. And we now know that the 
US is taking the matter seriously 
because in an official government 
document which came into the 
hands of CND it says "Since over- 
seas bases are politically unde- 
pendable and likely to become 
more so in the future, the site 
selection process considered the 
possibility that all SSBN squadrons 
presently located overseas could 
eventually be relocated to the 
United States." (Hearings Before a 
Sub-Committee of the House of 
Representatives.) 

The Scotsman newspaper asked 
a spokesman at the Pentagon 
whether he was able to comment 
on this revelation by CND. He said 
"I cannot confirm or deny to you 
that the discussions are even taking 



place. How is the'weather in Edin- 
burgh?" 
So why are we waiting? 

Will the next generation of British 
nuclear weapons be based in Scot- 
land? 

There ought not to be such a 
thing as a new generation of nu- 
clear weapons for Britain, but there is 
plenty of evidence to suggest that it 
is being developed all the same. The 
debate seems to be centred on 
whether the new generation will be 
in the form of large ballistic missiles 
or "cruise" missiles, and whether 
ships, submarines or aircraft ought 
to carry them. Submarines would 
most likely be based on the Clyde. 
Aircraft and ships would probably 
be based on the Scottish east coast. 

How long can the US do nuclear 
refitting in Scotland? 

One advantage to the Americans 
of having nuclear weapons sub- 
marines overseas is that foreign 
governments let them do refits 
much quicker than US regulations 
would allow at home. 

In Spain or Scotland they don't 
bother to unload and later re-load 
the nuclear missiles while the sub- 
marine is in the local shipyard. An 



British 
priorities 

British foreign policy is geared 
to an aggressive .military stance 
and to a high arms budget. One 
reason for this is that Britain, 
along with many other indust- 
rialised countries, is making big 
money out of the international 
arms trade. 

This would be all very well if 
we were dealing in tractors or 
medical equipment. But we are 
dealing in guns and tanks and 
bombs which are actually going 
to be used. There are still people 
who think that the morality of 




the product is irrelevant so long 
as there is a profit at the end of 
the day. Fortunately, these 
people are in a minority for 
most people still believe that 
weapons sales are both immoral 
and dangerous. 

And their views might now 
prevail were it not for the con- 
tribution such sales make to 
Britain's export drive and the 
vast number of jobs that depend 
upon the arms industry. Large 
sections of British industry are 
heavily engaged in arms pro- 
duction and many workers have 
now come to rely on this 
for their livelihood. Moreover, 
the taxpayer provides 
£7,000,000,000 each year — or 
5'/2 per cent of our gross natio- 
nal product — on defence spen- 
ding, which means of course 
that much less is available to 
spend on education or the 
health service. 

The battle for disarmament, 
then, is not just a battle of ideas. 
It's about economics. It is easy 
enough to think how money 
spent on arms could be better 
spent on the social services, say, 
or helping underdeveloped 
countries. 

But if we want to see an end 
to weapons sales and a reduc- 
tion in the massive arms budget, 
we must also find some way to 
protect those whose jobs de- 
pend upon the arms industry 
and to enhance our balance of 




official document (mentioned 
above) says "The Department of 
Defense requires unloading of 
missiles before an SSBN submarine 
enters a naval shipyard in this 
country [the USA].

Don't cut defence 

THE SCOTTISH Liberal Party believes 
that the future of the United Kingdom 
should be a Federal one, where De- 
fence would be a Federal Government 
matter. A realistic and sensible De- 
fence Policy for the United Kingdom 
will be determined by four factors. 

First a recognition that the United 
Kingdom has a smaller role to play 
than previously in the World Security 
System as this is now largely deter- 
mined by the nuclear force of the super 
iDowers. 

Secondly, that the future objective 
of a strong and independent European 
Defence Community demands that to 
further this aim we should be working 
towards the creation of a European 
Defence Community based on com- 
mon Defence policies. 

Thirdly, that proposals to cut de- 
fence spending ignore the changing 
role of America in the World Security 
System and the failure, to date, of 
detente. 

And lastly, that, until defence is 
achieved, the changing role of 
America dictates a new European 
effort. 

Despite the Strategic Arms Limita- 
tion Talks Soviet Arms power has in- 
creased rapidly. No agreement has yet 
been reached on the question of 
Mutual and Balanced Force Reduc- 
tions. Military expenditure on the 
Soviet Side is still increasing. From 
1960-1977 the U.S.S.R. share of world 
Military Expenditure has risen from 
25% to 31.5% whilst that of the U.S.A. 
has fallen from 45.5% to 30.6%. 

These factors mean that, until de- 
tent shows definite results, it will be 
necessary to maintain a military 
balance in Europe and for Europe itself 
to assume a greater role within a 
NATO strategy. Neither the U.K. nor 
Europe as a whole can afford to cut 
defence expenditure. The Scottish 
Liberal Party believe that the U.K., 
together with its E.E.C. partners, 
should concentrate upon improving 
the cost effectiveness of existing ex- 
penditure through a harmonised de- 
fence system based on common de-

we have considered is the building 
of submerged oil-production sys- 
tems. These lie on the sea bed, and 
are operated by remote control. 
The skilled workers would have 
plenty of precision engineering and 
electronics to do, and enough of the 
other workers could be employed 
directly at the site to leave only a 
small number to be fixed up with 
jobs in other ways. 

This is onlv a "bare outline of the 
SCND report. Detailed study of 
Faslane makes it clear that redep- 
loyment can be managed to bring a 
number of incidental economic and 
social advantages to the area as 
well as replacing the jobs.

HE nuclear weapons based in Britain cannot 
snd us. They aren't accurate enough to de- 
y other countries' nuclear weapons — all they 
do is wipe out their cities and kill millions of 
pie. They are weapons of mass murder, not 
[pons of defence. There is no defence against 
lear war — except nuclear disarmament. 
THEY can't 'deter' other countries from 
icking us, either. To deter someone, you have 
lake a 'credible threat'. But Britain is a small 
crowded island; if we used our nuclear wea- 
is, we would be totally devastated by the 
my's response. So a threat to use them is a 
;at to commit suicide — how credible is that? 
s an American general once put it, "If the 
:atened war comes, while London and most of 
tain would be quickly destroyed, Britain 
lid remain useful as an aircraft carrier for 
erican bombers." 

IN fact nuclear weapons and bases actually 
ermine our security. We live in a world where 
re are tens of thousands of nuclear weapons, 
where we are lucky not to have had a nuclear 
• — yet. By covering Britain with nuclear 
es, we make ourselves a prime nuclear target 



if war does break out. The bases, far from pre- 
venting a nuclear attack, are about the only 
reason why we might suffer one. 

In 1952, an H-bomb tested in the Pacific killed 
someone 200 miles away. The centre of Scotland, 
full of nuclear bases and with a population of 
millions, is just 40 miles wide! 

• EVEN if we avoid nuclear war, there is a grave 
risk of accidents — and you can't deter an 
accident! In March 1976 an American plane 
dropped a practice bomb near Felixstowe, in 
Suffolk — it could have been a nuclear bomb. In 
1974 two Polaris submarines collided near their 
Faslane base. There have been many similar 
incidents: all too close to disaster for anyone to be 
complacent about them. 

• IT costs Britain Over £6,000 million a year, as 
much as we spend on education, to stay in the 
arms race. That represents an enormous waste of 
human and material resources, which we can ill 
afford in the midst of an economic crisis. While 
we squander this vast sum on arms, millions of 
people in the world are dying in poverty and 
hunger — from that point of view, our nuclear 
weapons are already killing people.

UNILATERAL nuclear disarma- 
ment by Britain is the central 
aim of the Campaign.
